It is a curious paradox that the 
ex-New Deal, as some of the 
Washington writers now refer to 
Mr. Koosevelt’s Administration, 
began by belaboring Big Business 
as an instrument of tne uevil— 
and threatens to end up as the 
biggest business monopoly in the 
history of America!

that it is “concentrated wealth,” 
with tremendous power for good 
or evil, and that relatively few 
men control it. 

Secretary of Commerce Jesse 
Jones, who is authority for the

And while much of this vast 
concentration of industrial power 
in the hands of the government 
may -limTe been justified by war 
emergency conditions, Secretarv 
Jones warns that when the war 
is over the government will be 
in a position “to smother private 
enterprise” in several fundamen¬ 
tal and key Industries. 

The question which Mr. Jones 
really raises is whether tTiis coun¬ 
try cm endure, half under the 
free enterprise sy.stem—and half 
under State Sociali.sm. Anu he 
apparently thinks it can’t. ThaCs 
something to think about, because 
it Is quite probable that the next 
campaign against bignes-s In this 
country will be against Big Gov¬ 
ernment!
